More rain brings drought relief 


Since 8 a.m. Thursday an additional .52 
inch of rain fell in Lompoc Valley to mid­ 
morning today, adding to the relief to 
parched lawns and agricultural land 
here. 
The forecast is for a chance of con­ 
tinued precipitation today, tonight and 
Saturday, with clearing coming early 
Saturday for the rest of the weekend. 
The storm swept across Northern 
California too quickly to alleviate the 
most serious effects of the long drought, 
according to agricultural spokesmen. 
The rainfall is lingering a bit in Central 
and Southern California and may 
dampen the Tournament of Roses 
Parade in Pasadena Saturday morning, 


which would be only the seventh time 
since 1890 that the famous parade has 
been rained on. 
There were occasional patches of blue 
in local skies today, but the National 
Weather Service could only guess as to 
when the storm will move out and leave 
the skies sunny -gain. 


The chief beneficiaries of precipitation 
Thursday were Sierra ski resort owners 
who received up to six inches of snow. 
“ We are optimistic about operating 
five lifts," said a spokesman at Squaw 
Valley, where workmen operated ski 
lifts at the 8,200-foot level. He said the 
resort was “half-way toward skiing." 


But with fair skies forecast through 
the weekend, the outlook was grim in the 
parched Central Valley, where an inch or 
so of rain fell for the first time in 46 
days. 
“The rain hasn’t done an awful lot,” 
said Gordon Snow, special assistant to 
the director of the state Department of 
Food and Agriculture. He said the rain­ 
fall would help new rangeland grass but 
added, “ We need a good 30 inches to 
reverse the damages and I do not see 
that happening." 
“ Until and unless we get some heavy 
snow in the mountains, agriculture in the 
valley is in trouble," said a spokesman 


for the Fresno County Farm Bureau. 
Some of the heaviest rainfall — 2.69 in­ 
ches by 8 p.m. Thursday — was at San 
Francisco International Airport. “ And 
there is no farm land there and no reser­ 
voirs either," said a meteorologist. 
San Francisco’s three peninsula reser­ 
voirs received some 48 million gallons of 
water in 24 hours during the storm. 
Water department officials said it 
amounted to about 20 per cent of one 
day’s consumption. 
David Vossbrink of the East Bay 
Municipal Utility District said reser­ 
voirs there received little benefit from 
the rainfall because the dry hillsides 
were absorbing it.

Cable tv panel 
in disagreement

There was disagreement at every turn 
last night, so the cable tv committee did 
not even attempt to vote to recommend 
to the City Council one of three options 
under consideration for future cable tv 
service locally. 
The best the committee could do was 
to vote to recommend to make the next 
franchise a five-year agreement if the 
city re-negotiates with TelePrompTer 
and a ten-year agreement if the city goes 
out for bid. 
There was committee disagreement 
even on tins vote Committeeman Joe 
Johnson, who manages TelePrompTer 
locally, said his company would be 
“ reluctant" to invest capital in its Lom­ 
poc system if the franchise contract ex­ 
pires in five years. 
TelePrompTer, he said, would be will­ 
ing to enhance the system and “keep up 
with the state of the art" if it knows it 
can “ recoup" its money. 
The three options under consideration 
are re-negotiating with TelePrompTer, 
advertising for bid and municipal' 
ownership. 
The committee did not rule out any op­ 
tions, but it did not vote to recommend 
one either. 
Committeeman and city attorney Alan 
Davidson favored re-negotiation. He 
reasoned that TelePrompTer’s quality of 
service equals the cable service in San 
Diego, Fresno and other cities and Lom­ 
poc could not be sure what kind of ser­ 
vice it would get with a new company. 
“ We could go from the frying pan into 
the fire," he said. 
Committeeman Tom Froemming, a 
physicist at Vandenberg Air Force Base, 
favored advertising for bid while 
cautioning the city would have to be 
careful that a new cable tv company 
could prove equal or better service than 
TelePrompTer. 
Bill Ruffner, committeeman and city 
electrical superintendent, did not recom­ 
mend an option, but noted the pros and 
cons of certain options. 
Charlotte Benton, city council woman 
and committee chairperson, did not 
voice a preference or discuss her 
thoughts on the options 
Councilman Charles Ward was absent. 
Fourteen residents made up the 
audience and they also disagreed on 
which would be the best option. 


Ed Rodgers, 321 E. Locust Ave., said, 
“ I am unalterably opposed to giving the 
franchise to a contractor. I would like to 
see that income go to the city. The city 
should own the franchise and ran it." 
He noted that several residents are 
willing to circulate a petition calling for 
city ownership. 
Thomas McCarthy, I Oxford Dr., 
stated he was unalterably opposed to the 
city "going into the cable tv business " 
“ I would like to see some decision of 
putting up the franchise for bid. There 
are a lot of companies in this business," 
he said. 
The investment, Im continued, would 
be too great for the city. 
Froemming estimated that it would 
cost |4 million for new equipment and 
labor if the city took over the franchise. 
TelePrompTer, reported Davison, has 
said in writing that it would not sell its 
Lompoc system equipment if it loses the 
franchise. 
The two-and-a-half-hour meeting 
began with resident complaints of 
TelePrompTer service. 
Chairwoman Benton reported to 
Johnson that she had several calls from 
Mission Hills residents about the quality 
of reception. 
Johnson admitted there have been 
reception problems in certain Mission 
Hills areas because new solid state 
equipment has been installed there. Ser­ 
vice crews worked until midnight the 
day before and were working last night 
in the area, he said. 
He pointed out that some residents 
have commented that the picture quality 
in Mission Hills is improved significantly 
now. 
Benton said a woman in the Del Norte 
Trailer Court in town has complained to 
her that reception on channel 9 is “ very, 
very bad." Does it have anything to do 
with Home Box Office? 
Johnson replied no, but he would send 
a serviceman to that address. 
Rodgers said the picture on his tv sets 
go in and out of focus and vibrate. 
“ I’ve talked to people all over town 
and they have the same problem," he 
said. 
A resident of Vandenberg Village said 
that he could not get color on channel 2. 
Johnson, a village resident, said he gets 
color on that channel, but will send out a 
serviceman. 
Several other complaints about picture 
quality were made at the public meeting.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Financing 
of California’s public schools through 
local property taxes is unconstitutional 
and the legislature must implement a 
new plan by 1980, the state Supreme 
Court ruled Thursday. 
The court, in a 4-3 opinion, repeated 
what it had said in 1971 in a case brought 
in L(» Angeles County by John Serrano 
Jr., an elementary school student who 
moved from East Los Angeles to Whit­ 
tier to get a better education. 
The decision held that the present 
system violates provisions of equal 
protection because elementary and se­ 
condary educational quality is based on 
the taxable wealth of the various school 
districts. 
"So long as the assessed valuation 
within a district’s boundaries is a major 
determinant of how much it can spend 
for its schools, only a district with a 
large tax base will be truly able to decide 
how much it really cares about educa­ 
tion,’’ the opinion said. 
“ The poor district cannot freely 
choose to tax itself into an excellence 
which its tax rolls cannot provide. Far 
from being necessary to promote local 
fiscal choice, the present financing 
system actually deprives the less 
wealthy districts of that option." 
The opinion was written by Justice 
Raymond L. Sullivan, who was joined by 
Chief Justice Donald R. Wright and 
Justices Mathew O. Tobriner and 
Stanley Mock. Justice William P. Clark 
wrote a dissenting opinion in which he 
was joined by Justice Marshall F. Mc­ 
Comb. Justice Frank K. Richardson also 
wrote a dissenting opinion. 
The justices said that after their 1971 
opinion the legislature had sought to 
remedy the defects in the system by pas­ 
sing two bills, but in 1974 in Los Angeles 
it was ruled that the revisions had not 
cured the unconstitutional features of 
the system. 
The Los Angeles Superior Court 
ordered the present system continued in 
operation until the enactment of a valid 
substitute within six years of its Sept. 3, 
1974, opinion. 
The high court said of the Los Angeles 
decision that the Superior Court had 
“ properly determined on findings 
support**! by substantial evidence that 
the state had failed to bear its burden 
and thai the financing system before it 
was invalid as denying equal protection 
of the laws as guaranteed by the Califor­ 
nia Constitution." 
The Supreme Court rejected the con­ 
tention that a portion of the Constitution 
authorizes school finances dependent on 
taxable wealth. 
“The provision does not ... address 
itself to the question of the tax base to 
which the levy is to be applied, nor does 
it speak in terms of assessed valuation in 
any respect 
Manifestly it does not 
authorize disparities in school district 
expenditures based on relative wealth ... 
(rf a particular school district. 
“ Such disparities are the result of 
legislative action, not constitutional 
mandate." 
In his dissent Clark contended it is im­ 
possible to develop a reasonable system 
of school financing which gives absolute 
equality of opportunity

city police. 
Many other state and city departments 
beefed up patrols, ordering officers to 
keep a special eye out for the tipsy 
driver. 
A spokesman for the Illinois State 
Police said patrols would be beefed up on 
interstate routes and troopers would be 
“ extra watchful for any drunken 
behavior" among motorists. 
The National Safety Council estimated 
360 to 450 persons could die in traffic 
mishaps during the holiday period, which 
begins at 6 p.m. local time today and 
ends at midnight Sunday night. A year 
ago, 402 died in traffic accidents during 
the four-day New Year’s holiday. 
Holiday observances included a bevy 
of college football games — and accom­ 
panying parades. Tens of thousands of 
persons headed for the football stadiums 
and millions of others planned to gather 
round the television to cheer their favor­ 
ite teams

Palestinian guerrilas and 
Lebanese rightists battle 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Palesti­ 
nian guerrillas and Lebanese Christian 
rightist forces Thursday exchanged ar­ 
tillery fire near the Israeli border in the 
tense southern Lebanon area, a rightist 
spokesman said today. 


The spokesman said “ Palestinian 
deviationists” shelled the Christian 
strongholds of Kleia and Ain Abel, about 
three miles north of the Israeli frontier, 
and Rmeich, less than a mile from the 
border. 


A Christian Phalangist spokesman also 
said “ armed men” commandeered 
civilian cars in the region and the 


rightist forces had given them a 48-hour 
ultimatum to release the passengers or 
they will be forced “ to take the neces­ 
sary deterrent measures." 


In Beirut, An Nahar, Lebanon’s largest 
newspaper and one of the Arab world’s 
most respected journals, suspended 
publication rather than submit to Syrian 
censorship. 
An Nahar publisher Ghassan Tueni 
confirmed Thursday that he had formal­ 
ly suspended publication of his new­ 
spaper, which was seized by Syrian 
paratroops along with six other new­ 
spapers and magazines two weeks ago

Lagomarsino will offer 
nuclear export controls 


Congressman Bob Lagomar­ 
sino has announced he will in­ 
troduce legislation in the com­ 
ing session of congress to con­ 
trol the sale of nuclear fuels 
and reprocessing equipment 
abroad 


“This is one of the most 
urgent items on our agenda,’’ 
said the congressman, who 
helped get control language put 
into the House version of the 
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Export Administration Act last 
summer. “Unfortunately, the 
bill died in a House-Senate con­ 
ference committee on the last 
day of the session so the rules 
never took effect.” 


Lagomarsino said recent 
developments on the inter­ 
national front make such 
legislation imperative. Both 
France and West Germany 
have announced plans for the 
sale of nuclear fuels and 
technology, to Pakistan and 
Brazil, respectively. The 
reprocessing technology can be 
used to convert used fuel from 
nuclear power plants into 
plutonium, the main ingredient 
of atomic weapons. 
The U S has been meeting 
with the six other nations which 
export nuclear material to 
reach agreement on the curbs 
Lagomarsino said it is impor­ 
tant for the United States to 
adopt such rules so the other 
nations will go along. 
“It s not in anybody’s best in­ 
terests to have further weapons 
proliferation.” he remarked. 
“The spectre of dozens and 
dozens of nations armed with 
nuclear weapons from peaceful 
power generators is a very real 
one unless agreem ent is 
readied ’ 
Reprocessing, although a 
time-consuming and costly 
process, was used by India to 
a c c u m u la te 
su ffic ie n t 
plutonium to detonate an 
atomic bomb two years ago. 
Lagomarsino's 
amendments 
would in effect ban reprocess­ 
ing of any American supplied 
fuels by monitoring the amount 
of fuel consumption and waste 
products. An international 
agency would oversee the ban if 
agreed to by the other exporting 
nations, which include Britain, 
the Soviet Union. Japan and 
Canada, in addition to West 
Ber ma ny and France. 


Lompoc youth advances 
in U.S. chess rankings

Lompoc High School chess 
star Raj an Ayyar has joined the 
ranks of the 50 best chess 
players in the nation under 16 
years of age, according to rank­ 
ings of the United States Chess 
Federation. 
Ayyar is 15, a junior at Lom­ 
poc High School, and a resident 
of 916 W. Alden Ave. 
Latest rankings of the USCF 
list Ayyar as 36th in the nation 
with a rating of 1775. However, 
Ayyar says his victories in two 
recent tournaments, not yet 
rated by the USCF, will in­ 
crease his rating to about 1860 
and elevate him to 29th in the 
nation. 
In essence, the rating means 
that there are only 28 junior 
chess players in the nation un­ 
der 16 years of age, who have 
higher ratings than Ayyar. 
Ayyar learned chess from his 
fatter. 
He began his climb from ob­ 
scurity in 1972 with a second 
place finish in Lompoc Valley 
Chess Club’s youth program. 
That same year he won the 
Record’s junior high school 
crown awarded in the third an­ 
nual Christmas tournament. He 
was a repeat winner Christmas 


of 1973 and 1974 he placed third 
in Lompoc Valley Chess Club’s 
annual junior tournament. 
He made rapid strides in 1975 
with a first place victory in 
Lompoc Valley Chess Club’s an­ 
nual club championship tour­ 
nament; a first place in the 
U.S. Amateur at Tempe, Ariz., 
for players under 15 years; a 
first place or amateur cham­ 
pion position in Section Three at 
the Santa Monica. 
In 1976 he finished first in the 
reserve section of the Monterey 
International Tournament; 
first place in Class C in the 
Pacific Southwest Open; first 
place junior in the Flight of the 
Bumble Bee Tournament, and 
second in the open section; and 
first individual in the Rolling 
Hills High School Fall Classic; 
and finally first place in the 
Record's high school Christmas 
tournament. The latter prize 
had eluded him since 1972. 
Ayyar plans to continue his 


chess playing in college and 
hopes to increase his rating 
enough to qualify for national 
and international collegiate 
competition. 
At 15. Ayyar is the best chess 
player produced locally and at 
his 1860 rating close to the best 
chess player of any age in local 
chess circles.

Government turns to space 
science to track oil spills 


United Press International 
Government scientists, frus­ 
trated by stormy New England 
w eather, turned to space 
technology today to help track 
millions of gallons of oil spilled 
into the Atlantic Ocean by the 
tanker Argo Merchant. 
Progress, meanwhile, was 
reported in cleaning up two 
other oil spills also involving 
Liberian-flag tankers — 133,500 
gallons of oil from the Olympic 
Games on the Delaware River 
between Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, and 2.000 gallons of oil 
from the Oswego-Peace on the 
Thames River in Connecticut. 
In a scientific first, a plane 
from Otis Air Force Base, 
Mass., today will attempt to 
drop a six-foot disposable 
electronic buoy into the largest 
area of oil off Nantucket Island, 
a black pancake 700 feet long, 
WO feet wide, four inches thick, 
with the consistency of peanut 
butter. 
The buoy will send radio 
signals at noon and mictaight to 


the NASA satellite Nimbus-F, 
Dr. Peter Grose, head of the 
scientific team from the 
N ational O ceanic and At­ 
mospheric Administration, said 
Thursday. 
“The most distinct advantage 
(of satellite tracking) is that 
it’s independent of the wea­ 
ther,” Grose said. “We’re not 
relying on being able to see the 
oil out there to hopefully know 
where ifs going to be the next 
day.” 
A Coast Guard plane flew 
over the remains of the Argo 
Merchant Tnursday and report­ 
ed the overturned bow section 
had drifted some 500 yards 
from the stern section. Officials 
considered what action to take 
if the bow became a navigation 
hazard. 
— In Philadelphia, the Coast 
Guard said the 23-mite long sl­ 
ick on the Delaware River 
probably will be cleaned up by 
today. An inquiry into the spill 
is scheduled to begin next week. 


— In Connecticut, officials 
said 60 per cent of 2,000 gallons 
of fuel oil from the Oswego- 
Peace has already been cleaned 
up from the Thames River, but 
bad weather hampers the ef­ 
fort. 
— At a federal court hearing 
in New York City, the Argo 
Merchant's helmsman, Joseph 
Roach, 40, contradicted his cap­ 
tain, who had testified the 
tanker’s magnetic compass was 
seldom used. 
— In Guauanills Bay, Puerto 
Rico, the 31,000-ton Liberian- 
flag tanker Daphne, which had 
been stuck on a sandbank for 33 
hours, today was allowed to 
sta rt unloading alm ost 14 
million gallons of oil after 
Coast Guard divers found no 
damage to the ship’s hull and no 
evidence of leakage. 


Referring to all the oil spills 
of recent weeks, one Coast 
Guard spokesman said, “At 
least this one had a happy en­ 
ding.”

L ater, he issued a New 
Yeac’s statement: “I greet the 
New Year with excitement and 
confidence and determination. I 
ask the support of every 
American in the new respon­ 
sibilities I will soon assume. 
And I wish to every American, 
and to every person on this 
ea rth , a m ost happy and 
rewarding New Year. 
“The way ahead will not be 
easy,” Carter said. “We face 
difficult problems both at home 
and abroad. But I believe that

Carey said his review of two 
special reports severely critical 
of the post-rebellion prosecu­ 
tions convinced him that “the 
time has come to firmly and 
finally close the book on this un­ 
happy chapter in our history as 
a just and humane state.” 


Forty-three inmates and pris­ 
on employes died during the 
five-day rebellion at the upstate 
prison in September, 1971 — 39 
from police gunfire in the 
r e t a k i n g the m a x i m u m - 
security institution.

Remains of 
fifth missing 
crewman found 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
salvage crew working on the 
wreckage of the oil tanker San- 
sinena, which blew up ta a 
devastating explosion in the 
harbor two weeks ago, found 
the bones of another dead 
crewman Thursday. 
The explosion killed nine, in­ 
cluding those m issing and 
presumed dead, but only four 
bodies had been found until the 
discovery of the fifth Thursday. 
The remains consisted of a 
few “ severely charred’’ bones 
found in the radio officer's 
quarters of the ship’s super­ 
structure, said the coroner, Dr. 
Thomas T. Noguchi. 
The 1,000-ton superstructure 
was hurled into the air by the 
force of the blast and landed up­ 
side down more than 50 feet 
away on the Union Oil dock 
where the ship was taking on 
fuel. 
One of those missing and 
presumed dead was a watch­ 
man in the shack on which the 
wreckage landed. The other 
eight fatalities were crewmen, 
all Italian 


ARDMORE, Okla. (UPI) - 
A raid at Ardmore Air Park 
netted more than eight tons of 
marijuana Thursday in what 
authorities said may be the 
biggest marijuana seizure in 
history. 
Two airplanes, a Douglas 
DC4 and a Cessna 310, believed 
used to smuggle the marijuana 
from Colombia in South Ameri­ 
ca, to Mexico and then to 
Oklahoma, were impounded, as 
were four rented trucks and two 
automobiles. 


Street value of the confiscat­ 
ed marijuana was estimated at 
$12 million. 


Ten persons from eight states 
were jailed on suspicion of pos­ 
session with intent to distribute 
mar ij ua na . 
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The reports by special deputy 
attorneys general Alfred Scotti 
and B ernard M eyer both 
charged that state officials did 
not properly investigate allega­ 
tions of crimes committed by 
police and guards during and 
after the riot. 
The governor criticized “the 
one-sided nature of the prosecu­ 
tions” and said the previous 
shortcomings made “futile any 
further attempts to secure even 
a semblance of equal justice for 
now through further prosecu­ 
tion.” 
Dozens of inmates were in­ 
dicted on charges involved in 
the riot. Only one state trooper 
faced formal charges and no 
guards were charged. 
Scotti cited IO state police­ 
men and IO corrections em­ 
ployes as proper subjects for 
disciplinary action, but Carey 
accepted 
recommendations 
gtom police and prison officials 
that no action be taken because 
there was not enough evidence. 
Carey said his actions 
“should not be construed as a 
reflection of a lack of cul­ 
pability” by the inmates, but he 
added, “There does exist a 
larger wrong which transcends 
the wrongful acts of individuals 
caught in the seamless web into 
which the tragedy of Attica has 
spun itself.” 
C a r e y 
c o m m u t e d 
the 
sentence of John Hill, who was 
convicted of beating guard 
William Quinn to death at the 
beginning of the rebellion. He 
was sentenced to 20 years to life 
and would have been eligible 
for parole in 1994. He will now 
be eligible in January. 
Seven inmates convicted of 
lesser charges were pardoned. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Brown administration has de­ 
cided to lift state controls over 
minimum retail milk prices in 
California but officials aren’t 
sure how the action will affect 
prices. 
State Food and Agriculture 
Director L.T. Wallace Thurs­ 
day ordered an end to the con­ 
trols effective Jan. 6. The 
statewide average price for a 
half-gallon of mil is currently 
an estimated 68 cents. 
Don Kaufman, an economist 
for the state Bureau of Milk 
Stabilization said it was un­ 
known what immediate effect 
the decontrol would have on 
milk prices. 
“Each area could be different 
— either up (in price) or 
down,” he said. 


Wallace said the decision to 
end the 39-year-old controls was 
based on evidence presented at 
a series of public meetings held 
ta the seven marketing areas 
around the state. 
The move was sought by the 


attorney general, consumer 
groups and some retail food 
chains. But it was opposed by 
dairymen who said it would 
hurt the stability of the milk 
producing industry. 
Currently, the minimum re­ 
tail prices in the San Francisco 
Bay area is 69 cents per half 
gallon, in Los Angeles 68 cents 
and 66 cents in Fresno. 
Kaufman noted that when 
minimum prices were suspend­ 
ed in the Sacramento area 20 
months ago as an experiment, 
the price of a half-gallon of milk 
immediately declined from 68 
cents to 59 cents. 
He said the prices then 
climbed to 64 cents by October 
of this year and jumped to an 
a v e r a g e of 68 c e n t s in 
December. 
In the same announcment, 
the department said it was 
suspending minimum wholesale 
milk prices in the Siskiyou Milk 
Marketing Area, which is the 
last region of the area where 
such government pricing was in 
effect. 


National birth rate falls 
to record low during year 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
national birth rate fell to a 
record low in 1975, the National 
Center for Health Statistics 
said today. 
And by at least one statistical 
measurement, the declining 
fertility rate continued a long- 
range trend toward zero popu­ 
lation growth in the next cen­ 
tury. 
• While rates and numbers of 
births were falling, illegitimate 
births increased, especially 
among teen-agers, the center 
said in a report. 
Illegitimate births last year 
represented 14.2 per cent of all 
births, the highest ever, in part 
a result of the declining overall 
birth rate. 
The U.S. birth rate declined 
to a record low 14.8 births per 
1,000 persons, continuing a 
trend since 1972 when the birth 
rate was 15.6 per 1,000 persons. 
Before 1972, the lowest rate was 
16.6 in 1936 
D e c l i n i n g f e r t i l i t y is 
reflected in lower birth rates 
for almost all age groups of 
women in the child-bearing 
years. 
The only increase in birth 


rates last year was for girls 
aged 10-14, who accounted for 
12,642 births, or only 0.4 per 
cent of births that year. A 
center spokeswoman said an es­ 
timated 87 per cent (rf these 
births were illegitimate.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
State D epartm ent and the 
American Automobile Associa­ 
tion have warned that Ameri­ 
can motorists face “substantial 
r i s k ’’ in some p a r t s of 
northwestern Mexico where 
several Americans have been 
murdered 
“ In all candor,” said a 
spokesman for the State De­ 
partment's Bureau of Security 
and Consular Affairs, “we can 
only advise American motorists 
that for the time being motor 
travel through or ta (the state 
of) Sinaloa entails substantial 
risk.” 
However, the State Depart­ 
ment told the AAA it antici­ 
pates “ the Mexican govern­ 
ment will eventually be succes­ 
sful in c o n t r o l i n g t hi s 
situation." 
An AAA spokesman said, 
“We, too, hope that Mexico will 
succeed In making travel safer, 
but until we have some proof of 
that success, we are cautioning 


motorists of the risks in driving 
in or through Sinaloa ” 
It was the second time in as 
many weeks that the AAA has 
warned its IS million members 
of hazards on Mexican high­ 
ways, including murders, rob­ 
beries and bribesoliciting police 
officials. 
The first statement was is­ 
sued Dec. 21. “Since then, the 
situation has gotten worse,” the 
AAA said.

Local agencies get 
fund denial report 


Both the Santa Ynez Ctim- 
munity Services District and 
the Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
m ent D istric t th is week 
received copies of the order of 
the State Water Resources 
Control Board which denied 
funding for a deep river 
wastewater crossing of the 
Santa Ynez River on an appeal 
filed by the SYCSD for fund 
eligibility. 
As previously reported, the 
control board’s final order, 
adopted Dec. 16 in Sacramento, 
contained two changes from the 
amended order prepared by 
board member Roy Dodson, 
who also conducted a public 
hearing on the appeal in 
Solvang in November. 
In the drafted order, it was 
said the Alisal Bridge crossing 
was the most appropriate alter­ 
native and contained the 
sentence: ’‘Moreover, in light 
of the significant time delays 
and potential adverse en­ 


vironm ental effects which 
might result from any further 
exploration of other possible 
alternatives, we feel compelled 
to stipulate that grant funding 
will be given only if this alter­ 
native is constructed.” 


This sentence was modified 
to read : “ T his does not 
preclude petitio n ers from 
analyzing further other alter­ 
natives at their own cost. 
However, unless there is a 
modification of this order by 
th e 
b o a r d 
on 
f u r t h e r 
demonstration by petitioners 
within the time schedule set by 
the regional board, the grant 
funding will be given only if the 
Alisal Bridge alternative is con­ 
structed." 
Second change permits SMID 
two years instead of one as 
stated in the drafted order to 
begin use of the joint crossing 
following completion of con­ 
struction

An extensive exhibit of the 
work of Dee Prater of Orcutt, a 
leading artist in finely sculp­ 
tured papier mache, is now on 
view at the John Cody Gallery 
in Los Olivos. 


Mrs. Prater, a native of San 
Bernardino, describes herself 
as “ self-taught” and “ a 
purist,” inasmuch as her sculp­ 
tures are completely hand­ 
crafted with each requiring 
between 150 to 500 hours of 
work, depending upon size and 
detail, to complete. 


Giving up oil painting to go 
into papier mache sculpture, 
Mrs. Prater started out by 
reading every book she could 
find on the subject. Soon she 
was turning out in great detail 
her favorite subjects, Ap­ 
paloosas and children and their 
humorous situations. 


The prize winning artist’s 
work is unique as the size of the 
finished pieces of art often 
average only seven inches in 
height. Many times the face of 
a child takes up but an inch. 
But, the detail and expression 
are vivid. 


Mrs. Prater has now dis­ 
covered that she has gone far 
beyond what has been written 
in any book on papier mache. 
She is now in the throes of con­ 
sidering authoring a book on the 
subject herself. 


She applied earlier this 
month for a fellowship from the 
National Endowment of Arts in 
Washington, D.C. "If granted,” 
she said, "I will continue to ex­ 
periment with my medium as 
there are methods of fireproof- 
ing papier mache as well as 
water and weather proofing. 


Describing the process of her 
creations, she said, "I work

strictly with papier mache and 
wire and finish by sealing, 
painting, then glazing. I begin 
with "stick figure” wire ar­ 
mature, the strongest wire I 
can work with, then by using 
wheat paste and wite glue, I 
laminate small pieces of paper 
over the wire to begin building 
up the shape. This is a very 
slow process as the piece has to 
dry thoroughly. Some carving 
and sanding is necessary and 
the whole process is repeated 
numerous times over many 
m onths” 
When dry, she continued, the 
material reverts to a form of 
wood. “ My sculptures are 
durable enough to last for 
hundreds of years, but I am 
constantly searching for 
methods to increase their 
durability. 
She said too, that the "rock 
base is part of the sculpture, as 
it completes the idea or the en­ 
vironm ent needed. I have 
picked up rocks all over Califor­ 
nia, as well as at every rest stop 
from here to Kansas City, Mo. 
I’ve found my best rocks just 
outside of Virginia City, Nev. 
"I often find a rock that will 
give me an idea for a sculpture. 
I found the rock for my upcom­ 
ing "Chariot Racer” in front of 
a neighbor’s house. It was part 
of their landscape. I gathered 
enough courage to ask if I could 
exchange a rock for it, so, with 
their approval, I dug up the 
beautiful 60 pound rock that has 
"chariot tracks” on it. This will 
be one of my two biggest sculp­ 
tures in 1977. The other will be 
five racing Spartans, plus many 
smaller ones.” 
Mrs. Prater said she also 
enjoys doing "personal” or 
"memory sculptures.” She just 
completed one for Dr. Paul Lee 
of Santa Maria of his five 
children. It was a memory 
sculpture of his children 
building a sand castle as they 
did on their Hawaiian vacation 
Presently she said she is do­ 
ing one for Santa Maria painter 
Roland Herold of his year-old 
daughter getting a bath in a 
bucket. 
In commenting on the near 


2,000-year-old form of art she 
has embraced, Mrs. Prater 
said, "If there is anything I am 
striving for in my work, it is 
realism and accuracy. With 
each sculpture I get a little 
closer to perfection in my 
medium. This is the only way I 
can teach myself. I am also 
learning patience.”

It's bowl time: 
Big 4 tomorrow

College football serves up a pair of 
tasty appetizers today and tonight as a 
prelude to the New Year’s Day main 
course. 
Leading off the climactic events of the 
1976 season, which will produce a 
national champion, is this afternoon’s 
Peach Bowl game between Kentucky 
and North Carolina and tonight’s Astro- 
Bluebonnet game between Texas Tech 
and Nebraska. 
Both games promise lively action but 
nothing compared to the New Year’s 
Day fare involving the Big Four Bowls of 
college football as follows: 
— Pittsburgh, 11-0 and ranked No. I in 
the nation at the end of the regular 
season, faces fourth-ranked Georgia (10- 
1) with Pittsburgh expecting to be 
named national champion if it wins. 
— Michigan. 10-1 during the season 
and ranked No. 2, opposes Southern 
California, also 101 and ranked No. 3, in 
a game both coaches claim should ac­ 
tually decide the national champion. 
— Maryland, 11-0 and ranked No 5, 
faces Houston, 9-2 and rated No. 7, in the 
Centon Bowl. 
— Ohio State, 8-2-1 and ranked No. IO, 
opposes Colorado, rated No. 12, in the 
Orange Bowl. 


Starting times (all EST) are 2:30 p.m. 
for the Peach Bowl and 8 p.m. for the 
Bluebonnet Bowl Friday and 12:30 p.m. 
for the Sugar, 2: IO for the Cotton, 5 p.m. 
for the Rose and 8 p.m. for the Orange. 


Lest any bleary-eyed fan not have 
enough football. Texas A&M (9-2) will 
face Florida (83) in the Sun Bowl on Sun­ 
day. 
Kentucky (7-4), making its first ap­ 
pearance in a bowl in 25 years, is about a 
five-point favorite over a South Carolina 
team, which has been called “the worst 
9-2 team in college football.” 
Kentucky has made a virtual crusade 
of the game, coaches and players in­ 
sisting that they want to prove the Wild­ 
cats should have been ranked At the 
same time. South Carolina is concerned 
because running back Mike Voight in­ 
jured his ankle in practice Wednesday 
and may not be in top physical condition, 
“There was a slight swelling in the 
ankle but the report from the doctor is 
that it is not too bad,” said Coach Bill 
Dooley of the Tar Heels. “He may not be 
at full speed, but I expect him to start.” 
Nebraska was ranked 19th compared 
with No. 8 for Texas Tech but is a two- 
point favorite on the basis of talent- 
evaluation by neutral scouts. The key 
man in this game is expected to be Vince 
Ferragamo, a 6-3,208-pound quarterback 
considered one of the best college pas­ 
sers in the country. 
Logic suggests that Pittsburgh will be 
named the national champion if it beats 
Georgia but Michigan and Southern 
California supports insist their game is 
for the title. 
Nothing like a good, oldfashioned con­ 
troversy to usher in the new year for 
college football. 
Rain for Roses? 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - Faced 
with the prospect of the first wet Rose 
Bowl since 1955, No. 2-rated Michigan 
and No. 3-ranked University of Southern 
California collide on New Year’s Day 
with the winner ready to declare itself as 
the national champion regardless of 
what happens in the Sugar Bowl. 
Only three previous Rose Bowls—in 
1916, 1922 and 1955— have been played in 
the rain and the National Weather Ser­ 
vice said there is a possibility of it hap­ 
pening a fourth time Saturday. 
“I think if it would rain hard during the 
game, it would effect both clubs,” said 
rookie USC Coach John Robinson. “We 
probably wouldn’t throw as well and 
Michigan wouldn’t run outside as well. 
Amazingly, we have some kids who have 
never played in the rain.” 
“We’ve played in the rain, sleet and 
snow,” Michigan’s Bo Schembechler 
said. “We’re capable of handling a slip­ 


pery ball." 
Michigan, which was No. I in the na­ 
tion until losing at Purdue 16-14 in 
November, has been installed as a six- 
point favorite in the 2 p m. PST game. 
The Wolverines will be seeking to end a 
10-game USC winning streak that began 
after the Trojans were upset by Missouri 
46-2» in their season opener. 
For Schembechler. the eight-year 
Michigan coach, it will be his third ap­ 
pearance here. Before the 1970 Rose 
Bowl, he suffered a heart attack and his 
team was beaten by USC 10-3. In the 1972 
Rose Bowl, the Wolverines were nipped 
by Stanford 13-12. 
“Maybe the third time will be the 
charm,” Schembechler shrugged. 
Ricky Bell, USC’s brilliant All- 
America tailback who probably will be in 
the NFL’s No. I draft choice for 1977, 
will be matched against Rob Lytle. 
Michigan’s All-America running back.

Bulldogs can't 
key on Dorsett 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — There seems to be a growing mis­ 
conception that to beat topranked Pittsburgh in the Sugar Bowl 
Saturday all the Bulldogs have to do is contain Heisman Trophy 
winner Tony Dorsett. 
Now slowing Dorsett down is a big order in itself, but even if they 
are successful in doing so (and no one was this season), the fourth- 
ranked Bulldogs are not out of trouble by a long shot. 
"If they contain me, we have other good running backs like 
(quarterback) Matt Cavanaugh and Elliott Walker,” said Dorsett. 
"Duke concentrated on me so hard earlier this year that 
Cavanaugh threw for five touchdown passes. And, don’t forget our 
defense. Our defense kept us in a lot of games this year.” 
Let us not forget the Pitt defense-Georgia Coach Vince Dooley 
certainly isn’t. Much has been publicized about Georgia’s 
"Junkyard Dogs” defense, which shut out four opponents and gave 


up just 10.7 points per game. But Pitt’s defense, anchored by All- 
America middle guard Al Romano, gave up only 11.8 points per 
game and intercepted 24 passes. 
"The key to this game will be which defense does a job in con­ 
trolling the offense,” says Pitt Coach Johnny Majors. "Both teams 
have big play defenses. Georgia’s defense is very aggressive and 
they play intensely. Our objective will be not to get behind in long 
yardage situtations.” 
Pitt’s offense is definitely the more versatile. Georgia at­ 
tempted only 5.1 passes per game this season while Pitt has been 
known to throw quite a bit if the situation calls for it. 
"I go into every game thinking I’m maybe gonna have to throw 
more, but I don’t anticipate we will,” said Majors. 
Dooley feels if the Bulldogs are unable to move the ball against 
Pitt, his club has virtually no chance of winning.

Pipeline security worries CIA 


WASHINGTON - The C en tral 
Intelligence Agency, apparently con­ 
cerned about sabotage by foreign 
governments or terrorists, has quietly 
been sending agents north to inspect the 
Alaskan pipeline. 
The CIA is also worried, say our 
sources, about the possibility that the 
Soviet Union, or other nations, may have 
planted agents among 
the pipeline workers. 
Internal documents 
from the In te rio r 
Department say that a 
CIA team was par­ 
ticularly interested in 
the giant Prudhoe oil 
field, the key pipeline 
terminal at Valdez, 
and the bustling Cook 
In le t 
p ro d u c tio n 
facility. 
C oincidently, in­ 
vestigators for the 
S e n a te 
I n te r n a l 
Security 
subcommit­ 
tee are preparing a 
report that will show 
huge gaps existing in 
present federal and state plans to 
safeguard the pipeline. 
Squabbling among various government 
agencies and Alyeska. the firm develop­ 
ing the multibillion-dollar oil project, 
has created severe security problems, 
the committee has discovered 
Tighter security is badly needed at 
such critical points as pumping stations 
north of the Yukon, which, if destroyed, 
could shut off the vital flow of oil for as 
long as a year, the subcommittee found 
The Senate Investigators also have 
reviewed possible scenarios for a major 
war, limited warfare or sabotage over 
the pipeline. The subcommittee s final 
report will recommend methods of 
handling such crises without a total halt 


of oil shipments to the rest of the United 
States. 
There is no easy way, the committee 
has tentatively concluded, to effectively 
protect the long pipeline, which runs 
through some of the world’s most 
rugged, frozen terrain. In fact, one con­ 
gressional expert told us, “the pipeline is 
indefensible.” 
Footnote: The CIA confirmed the 
visits, saying its agents keep a close eye 
on all such projects. 
COLONELS’ COUP: The Federal 
Energy Administration has become so 
infiltrated with ex-military brass that it 
looks like a retired officers’ club. 
A clique of colonels led out to pasture 
by the Pentagon is meticulously taking 
care of the military’s oil needs at the ex­ 
pense of industry, other federal agencies 
and the consumer. 
At least 70 former brass hats are in 
high-level jobs, and the overall percen­ 
tage of ex-military officers at FEA is 
more than twice that of the average 
federal agency. 


Among the entrenched oil colonels, a 
persistent offender is Col. Don Allen. 
He’s added to his own interests conflict 
by bringing in a former Exxon man. 
George Mehocic, to help Big Oil get its 
way. 
According to internal documents, 
Allen and two other colonels, George 
Hall and Richard Johnson, have teamed 
up to give the Pentagon such favors as 
providing posh service clubs with 
priority oil during the fuel shortage. This 
was in violation of the FEA’s own rules, 
insiders say. 
In addition, ex-Gen. Gorham Smith, an 
FEA assistant adm inistrator, also 
employed some dubious methods to keep 
the fuel flowing to the Pentagon until 
supplies increased. 
Disgruntled career civil servants final­ 


ly urged FEA chief Frank Zarb to crack 
down on the colonels. But the timid Zarb 
assigned yet another colonel. Thomas 
Noel, to investigate the situation. 
The probe by Noel s office turned up a 
“pocket of retired military” ... in fact, 
states the report, “a military clique ex­ 
ists.” 
Not surprisingly, though, Noel’s office 
minimized the colonels’ influence and 
tried to undermine the courageous 
employes who had rightfully questioned 
Ute set-up. 
Colonel Noel has now been replaced by 
still another colonel, Martin “Tiger” 
Howell, who supervises all FEA hirings. 
Footnote. The military will have even 
more clout when Zarb leaves office in 
m id-January and G eneral Sm ith 
becomes acting administrator. FEA 
spokesmen denied, though, that the 
energy agency was overloaded with 
military brass or has favored the Pen­ 
tagon 
DRUG REPORT: In the next few 
weeks, the House Narcotics Committee, 
headed by Rep. Lester Wolff (D.-N.Y.) 
expects to issue a major report lam­ 
basting foreign government officials for 
failing to support their own narcotics 
police. 
In the Netherlands, for example, Wolff 
discovered the son of a top cabinet 
member broadcasting the weekly 
market prices of drugs. Dutch police are 
so frustrated by the coddling of narcotics 
figures that they inform neighboring 
foreign police when Dutch drug traf­ 
fickers are leaving Holland, so they can 
be arrested outside the country. 
Amsterdam, meanwhile, has become 
the busiest narcotics clearinghouse in 
Europe 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - I once 
bumped into Bella Abzug in the corridors 
of Congress. Literally bumped. I was 
coming hence, she was going thence, 
and: bump, sprawl! As she recovered 
her papers she commented on the ques­ 
tion of my ancestry, to which I replied, if 
I remember it right, 
something like. “So s 
your old man.’’ 
All of this is by way 
of confessing a per­ 
sonal bias regarding 
Ms. 
A bzug’s p e r­ 
sonality, if not Ms. Ab­ 
zug. She is no lady. She 
may be one of the driv­ 
ing influences in the 
lives of new women, 
perhaps new politics 
a ls o , b u t sh e is 
deficient in restraint. 
Her mouth knows no 
subtly. Her language 
is an a r s e n a l of 
billingsgate. 
I am not alone in 
this assessment. She once unloaded on 
the floor of the House a word that had to 
be described in the morning-after prints 
as a synonym for “ m ale anim al 
m anure.” And a former associate, 
Frances Cash, says she had to leave Ab­ 
zug’s employ because all the woman 
seemed to do was “call everyone a durn 
durn” or worse; Ms. Cash, by the way, 
eventually got a job as a construction 
worker. 
This is not to totally condemn the 
representative from New York City on 
the occasion of her forced retirement 
from Capitol Hill. On the contrary she 
has for the past six years aided 
m eritoriously in the progress of 
numerous causes, not the least of which 
is the nation’s democratic process. 
Rude, yes, worthless, not hardly. 
Until Ms. Abzug arrived in Congress 
the circumstances for women there were 
less than equitable. The appropriate job 
for them was on the Beauty Shop Sub­ 
committee. On the floor, during debate, 
they were always referred to as “the 
charm ing gentlewom an” by slick 
honorables who then proceeded to crush 
their amendments. “ Madam,” as one 
male member is alleged to have put it, 
“please know your place!” 
Abzug fouled the works, for the better. 
When they tried to bury her urban voice 
in the agriculture subcommittee, she 
declined by saying that the only plant 
growing in her district (the Bronx) was 
marijuana. She agreed not to wear her 
hats in the chamber, but this was her one 
concession She was there to toot, and 
she did. 
The gentlemen were ruffled, of course 


When an Abzug amendment was due for 
a vote, her critics would stand outside 
the door to remind colleagues to cast 
negative ballots. Once, in an un­ 
precedented conspiracy, the men 
brought an Abzug measure to the floor 
well before its schedule so that she would 
not be there to argue its merits, and so 
that a quick and decisive defeat would be 
assured. 


E ventually, many of the m ale 
members came not to fear Abzug so 
much as to accept her. As she matured, 
she also mellowed; well, at least she 
stopped giving the bird to opposing 
chauvinists. New House Speaker Tip 
O’Neill says the first call he gets each 
day is still “Bella, trying to tell me how 
to run the place,’’ but there is less con­ 
tempt for her, and there is even conces­ 
sion that she s earned her spurs. 


In earning them. Abzug has had to 
overcome two handicaps. Aside from be­ 
ing female, she is an unrepentant 
radical. Indeed, she has been called a 
Communist sympathizer. In six years 
she never voted for a single military ap­ 


propriation, and even during the last 
Captive Nations Week, in a speech of 
com m em oration, she condemned 
Nazism and Indira Gandhi but could not 
find any fault with Russia. 


So far left is the gentlewoman that the 
Socialist Party of New York, hinting of 
national security, once refused to sup­ 
port her campaign. And yet Abzug has 
refused to play politics with her 
philosophy. That philosophy can be 
severe - she fought to keep Dick Nixon, 
Jerry Ford and Nelson Rockefeller from 
holding office — but it has helped raise 
the tolerance level in the democracy to 
new and mostly healthy levels. 


And now, defeated in the last election, 
Bella Abzug is reportedly interested in a 
Jimmy Carter appointment to the ad­ 
ministrative branch of government. God 
forbid. She has served the nation well in 
Congress, but the idea of her in the sen­ 
sitive bureaucracy is boggling. Well, 
maybe an am bassadorship, say to 
Bouvet Island, where, in the South Atlan­ 
tic, her abrasiveness would be least like­ 
ly to lead us into war.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Don’t ex­ 
pect great spending changes — either up 
or down — in the first year of the Carter 
administration. 
There’s not much a new president can 
do, however radical or conservative his 
views may be, to effect important 
spending shifts in less 
than 12 months. It 
usually takes presi­ 
dents at least a year 
and a half to put their 
im print on federal 
spending. 
There’s much talk 
already about the first 
Carter budget. The 
president-elect’s men 
reportedly are already 
gathering the detailed 
material they need for 
amendments they ex­ 
pect to make up in ear­ 
ly January. There s no 
reason to doubt at this 
juncture th at Mr. 
Carter will propose a 
considerable number of amendments 
earlier than most new presidents — and 
that these could add up to some billions 
of dollars in proposed shifts for Congress 
to consider. 
But the budget we are talking about - 
the Carter-amended Ford budget — 
takes effect in October, 1977, and then 
only if Congress has voted the funds by 
that time. 
Though the funds for major new 
programs presumably could be made 
available in October, Congress willing, 
getting high spending plans into action 
involves a complicated series of steps 
which takes months. Most major federal 
programs, in fact, turn out to be 
amazingly small the first year of opera­ 
tion. The mammoth undertakings we 
look at in amazement today are, in the 
main, several years old 
Now it is quite possible that Mr. Carter 
will attempt to beat the game - quite 
legitimately - in a supplementary 
budget for this fiscal year, that is, for the 
12 months which began in October 1976. 
If sizable changes are involved, this 
would require a major juggling of ac­ 
counts with a speed not seen to date. It 
would involve adjustments in income 
and outgo so complicated they would 
paralyze th#* major departments of 
government whose spending programs 
are set for the year. And it would most 
assuredly involve putting the govern­ 
ment far more into the red than even 
Congress is likely willing to go. 
That’s not all. The juggling might be 
done in jig time on paper in the Carter 
White House. But it would take Congress 
months to hold hearings, argue and vote 
on any radical departures Mr. Carter 
might propose, even if they were simple 
repetitions of m easures Congress 
previously voted and President Ford 
vetoed. For when bills are run through 
the mill again, they’re invariably 
chewed over. What comes out the second 
go-round rarely mirrors the bill passed 
the first try 


reduced significantly in 1977 and the 
economy is to move ahead briskly, it will 
be because of forces set in motion in 
1976. or because industrialists become so 
optimistic at the prospects they see in 
the years just ahead that they implement 
expansion plans of a size not seen in re­ 
cent years. And because consumers, who 
have been cautious with their money of 
late, decide that 1977 is the year to draw 
down their savings accounts and start 
buying 
Mr. Carter’s problem, then, is not the 
budget, or Congress. His task is to create 
an attitude of confidence through the 
country, a confidence among the rich, 
the middle class and the poor that things 
are going to get better and stay better. 
The rich and the middle class must be 
convinced it will pay for them to take the 
chances they must take to set things roll­ 
ing. The poor must be convinced they 
have a part to play and that the upswing 
will not pass them by. 
The question is whether President 
Carter has that sales ability.
